HENRY  DIRK  KRUSEMAN  VAN  ELTEN,  N.A. 


It  is  often  remarked  that  the  thoughtful  men  who  live  near  to  na- 
ture have  a placid  sweetness  of  spirit  which  distinguishes  them  from 
their  fellows.  Kruseman  van  Elten  had  the  same  charm  of  personality 
which  botanists  or  naturalists  often  possess,  and  his  pictures  very 
strongly  reflect  this  personality.  He  was  cheery,  companionable  and 
sympathetic.  His  pictures  show  Nature  in  her  smiling  moods,  full  of 
joy  and  promise.  He  loved  to  paint  sunshine  and  the  richness  of  the 
grass  and  foliage,  the  sparkle  and  glint  of  water,  and  the  summer  skies 
with  no  hint  of  threatening  weather.  His  spirits  rose  in  the  presence 
of  nature,  and  even  in  his  gray  autumn  pictures  there  is  a note  of  joy 
rather  than  of  sadness.  Like  a true  Hollander,  he  saw  the  bright  side 
of  that  wonderfully  paintable  country,  and  he  studied  the  rich  colors 
of  red  roofs,  lush  foliage  and  grass  in  the  warm  and  sparkling  sun- 
shine. The  lowering  clouds  and  the  gray,  driving  mists  did  not  repre- 
sent Holland  to  him,  nor  does  it  to  anyone  who  really  loves  that  corner 
of  the  world.  But,  like  Van  der  Meer,  he  saw  the  landscape  fairly 
boil  with  rich  color,  as  it  does  under  the  softly  glowing  skies  when  the 
harsh  sunshine  is  tempered  and  modified  by  the  invisible  moisture  of 
the  air.  In  his  American  landscapes  he  shows  himself  not  only  a 
colorist  but  a skilful  composer,  and  the  pictures  he  painted  during  his 
long  residence  in  this  country  are  strongly  individual,  faithful  and  full 
of  suggestive  beauty. 

He  worked  not  only  in  oil,  but  in  water  colors  and  with  the  etching 
point,  and  was  equally  skilful  in  expressing  his  ideas  in  each  medium. 
His  etchings  were  in  much  demand  a few  years  ago,  and  he  published 
no  less  than  eighty-three  plates. 

A few  words  of  a biographical  character  will  certainly  interest 
both  those  who  knew  him  as  a friend  and  those  who  have  not  had  that 
privilege.  Henry  Dirk  Kruseman  van  Elten  was  bom  at  Alkmaar, 
Holland,  in  1829-  His  art  studies  practically  began  under  Lieste  at 
Haarlem,  but  were  continued  at  Amsterdam  and  Brussels  for  a number 
of  years.  In  the  course  of  his  travels  in  Germany,  Switzerland  and 
the  Tyrol  he  painted  a great  many  pictures,  some  of  them  of  impor- 


tance,  and  when  he  came  to  this  country  in  1865,  and  settled  in  New 
York,  he  already  enjoyed  considerable  reputation  as  an  artist.  He 
soon  joined  various  artistic  fraternities,  and  in  due  course  became  an 
American  citizen.  Although  from  the  time  of  his  recognition  here  as 
a painter  he  was  always  considered  an  American  artist,  his  native 
country  did  not  forget  him,  and  in  1876  made  him  Fine  Arts  Commis- 
sioner to  the  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  and  he  was  deco- 
rated by  the  king  with  the  Order  of  the  Lion  of  the  Netherlands.  He 
belonged  to  the  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam  Academies,  to  the  Belgian 
Water  Color  Society,  was  a member  of  the  National  Academy  of  De- 
sign, the  American  Water  Color  Society,  the  New  York  Etching  Club 
and  other  artistic  institutions.  He  returned  to  Holland  a few  years 
ago,  and  continued  to  paint  in  various  parts  of  Europe  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  Paris  on  July  12,  1904.
